In the Nebraska and Kansas act, there wag no more

squatter sovereignty than in the act admitting Indiana.
Illinois and Michigan. It was a sheer and miserable
humbug. If Kansas should pass a law recognising
slavery, Congress would have a right to reject it, and
this would open snow the discussion of the question
For thirty-four year*.ever since the passagu of the Mis
souri Compromise law.never did a single request come

from any respectable quarter as to number* demanding
of Congress its repeal. Congress. in pacing the Kansas
Nebraska hill, had acted as masters of the people, and
then called on the latter, as good and loyal subjects, to

acquiesce in their legislation. If members should noiP
vote in accordance with the views of the people, as ex¬

pressed in the recent elections, thev would yete for his
bill, which was to benelt the whole country. la the
course of his lemarks he said, Kansas can never come

into the Union as a slave State.
Mr. Ouvkh. (whior) of Mo., replied to the position of

The siege of Sebastopol may be regarded not
as abandoned, but suspended until large reinforcements
arrive. At a council of war, held after the battle, an 1
presided over by Lord Raglan, it was decided to winter inthe Crimea. Htrong fortified works are being sonstruct-ed all round the allied camps, and the allies are a1, tbe
present moment on the defensive. They are, In fait,besiegers and beaiegtd. The French followed the flyingRussians that made a acrtie, into the town of Hebastopol, but were compelled to retreat, as they could nothave held a footing. Their commander, General deLourmel, waa killed. Canrobert says he can eaterthe town whenever he likes ; but, aa at Sarragossa,it will be a fight from houae to houie, and street to street;and until reinforcements in sufficient numbers have ar¬rived to occupy the Russian army outside, the siege corpscannot attempt to hold Sebastopol. Lord Raglan esti¬mates the leas of the Russians In men hors de combatat 15,000 on this bloody day. The fighting was so closethat many of the men used the butt ends of their mus¬kets ss clubs. It seems the Russians had orders to giveno quarter, as they were observed bayoneting and stab¬bing every wounded man they saw on the ground. ARussian major caught in the act of stabbing the wounded
men on the ground, will be tried by court martial. A flagof truce waa sent in to ItenschikofT to know whether or¬ders for no quarter were really given. It will be a "warto the knife. " The fleets have been idle since the 17th ofOctober.
Ix>rd Raglan's official lint of killed and wounded 01 the5th Nov. mber, in an follow*:.43 officer*, 32 sergeant*, 4drummer*, 383 rank and file killed; 103 officer*, 122 ser¬

geant*. 17 drummer*. 1,710 rank and Ale wounded; 1 of¬ficer, 6 sergeant*, 191 rank and file missing. Seven Kng-lith general* are kort de combat, 3 of whom are dead, viz.,Cathcart, Strangways, and Qoldie .

Raglan ha* been raised to the rank of Field-Marshal.He wu everywhere; no wm Canrobert, in the hottest oftlie fight. Their escape is miraculous. Canrobert wasslightly wounded. The lo*a of the French was 1,721killed and wounded.
The Peteraburg Oaaetle gives the Russian loss at 2,961killed and 6,791 wounded. The Russians, however, fonnddead on the field were &,000, so the statement i* un¬derrated.

An additional article to the treaty of the 20th Aprilbetween Austria and Prussia ha* actually been signed,which provides for the adoption of the said four point*.It Is to be a eatut belli against Russia if the Austrianterritory, or even Austrian troops in the Panubian Prin-cipalitirs, shall be attacked, and Austria, moreover, re¬

serves her perfect freedom of action, whilst Prussia ad¬mits the possibility of a war against Russia. On Thurs¬day next the question is to be brought before the Dietof Frankfort, when it is expected that the treaty of the20th April, with the additional articles, will be adoptedentire by a large majority.
In faot, it would appear that an ent*nte has been estab¬lished between Austria and Prussia.

A telegraphic despatch from Vienna under date aCNot. 27, announces, on apparently good authority, thatPrince Gortschakoff, the Russian Ambassador at tbsCourt of Austria, lias ofllcially notified the Cur's roadi-
ness to negotiate upon the four points.
